, It is, therefore, of the utmost importanee, primarily: to the farmer, but 
also directly to every man, woman and child in the Dominion, that an jm- 
provement in agricultural canditions and economies be brought about without 
delay. That the costs of marketing are too high, that present 
methods of marketing ave unscientific, that too great a toll is levied on the 
Brain in getting it to the consuming markets of the world, are’ facts generally 
admitted; hence the: almost universal demand for the introduction. of some 
new system of,control and direction in: irrain marketing. 

Thal soiething ia tiis direction needs to be evolved goes w ithout saving, 
but at the same time is there not danger in too great a focusing of attention 
on the attempt to find one reine dy for a great leak, and an ignoring of other 
and smaller Jeaks but which, in the aggregate, may mean quite as serious‘a 
loss? 6 

For-instance, official records have established the fact that during the 
last shipping season thousands upon thousands of tons of weed seeds were

with inferior seed as it does to pérform the same operations preliminary to 


sowing the best seed obtainable.” There is a difference in’ the price: of the 
seed itself, and that is all Later on it: costs just the same to cut the stand 
ing crop on that acre irrespectivesof the fact whether itis aN grain or partly 
grain and partly weeds. 

The cost of preparing an acre ol land, and.sowing it'to crop, that yields 
twenty-five or thirty bushels of wheat is but little more than the cost of slip- 
shod farming methods and poor ‘seed Which. results in only ten or fifteen 
bushels. A binder will just as.easily and economically cut .a-«standing field 
small heads and 
shrivelled ‘kernels. But what a difference there is in the financial returns 
to the farmer from the larger yield per acre! 

Despite high costs of production last season, excessive marketing costs, 
and unsatisfactory marketing methods, some farmers made money last year, 
while others lost money. The ones who made money Were those who had the 
heavy yields: per acre. Weather, conditions’ are, of course, always a factor 
because no matter. how painstak ing a farmer may be, or how good and clean 
the seed sown, there must be.a sufliciency of moisture to énsure a crop. But 
things being equal the good farmer, sowing clean seed, will obtain results jn 

larger yields and, consequently, larger financial returns. , 

Whilt, therefore, working! for better marketing ‘conditions, the individual 
Western farmer will be wise in his day and generation who farms ‘well, sows 
only good, clean seed, and wages unremitting warfare on weeds. No matter 

“how favorable the growing and ripening. season may be, the maximum results 
cannot be obtained unless a right beginning is made, and the foundation of a 
good crop is good seed, just as truly as-the foundation: ofa good herd is to be 
found in making a start with pure-bred stock. 

Doetot’ overlook the little leaks—which are not so little after all—while 
giving so much, and necessary, attention to the big features of the problem,

Plan Evolved For Interesting 


British Youths In Canada| 


A direct stimulus to BritishCana- 
dian immigration, particularly in turn- 
ing the mjnds of Iengland’s youth, ag 
riculturally inclined, towards farming 
opportunity in Canada, is contained in 
the announcenient that Mr. EE. W. 
Beatty, President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, awarding a full 
summer course at the agricultural 
schools of Alberta to the four prize 
winners of the Young Farmers’ Clubs 
of Great Britain. Few schemes, so 
far devised*with. an encouragement ot 
desirable immigration in view, are cal- 
culated to have the permanent and 
lasting effect of this one, with the best 
and most accurafe knowledge of farm- 
ing conditions in the Canadian West 
implanted by Canada's foremost agri- 
cultural experts in youthful minds cul- 
Uvated to assimilate it, and capable of 
disseminating their impressions 
among the youth of Great Britain. 

The London Daily Mail was respon- 
sible for the movement known as “The 
Young Farmers’ Clubs of Great Bri- 
tain.” Small organizations were 
formed in farming communities of the 
tritish Isles and some particular or 
speelalizéd line of farming taken up 
by its members, the result being Calf 
Clubs, Pig Clubs, Poultry Clubs, Bee 
Clubs, Rabbit Clubs, ete. For a long 
while there has been a similar suc- 
eessful organization in the United 
States which each year offers a prize 
for a trip to‘Europe to six members 
of the prize-winning club in the coun- 
try. A like movement initiated ‘in 
Canada, whilst it has not moved along 
with the same enthusiasm, has never. 
theless shown considerable. progress 
in certain localities. These organiza- 
tions in Saskatchewan increé ised their 
inembership from 460 in 1913 to 80,000 
in 1921, whilst in the same time, in 
the province of Manitoba, the move- 
ment has developed from an initial 7 
clubs to. 240 clubs with 1,500 branch 
clubs and a- total membership — of 
25,000. : bens 

There has been considerable asso- 
ciation andcinterchange of visits be- 
tween these boy organizations of the 
United States and Great Britain which 


is 


‘has brought the operations of each to 


a high pitch of enthusiasm and done 
much to effect a mutual understanding 
in ‘agriculturat _ matters between the 
two countries. ‘The. Lundon Daily 
Mail conceived the idea of promoting 
the same spirit of emulation and com- 
petition and giving the youthful stu- 


' dents of agriculture in Great Britain a 


more comprehensive understanding of 
overseas farming ‘conditions by effect- 
ing an exchange between the agricul- 
tural students of the Motherland and 
the Dominion. They approached the 
President of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, with the result that he authoriz- 
ed the visit of the delegation of four 
young English farmers to Canada to 
take the summer agr icultural courses 
in Alberta, all their expenses being, 
defrayed. 

The four selected boys will arrive in 
Canada early enough to commence 
their summer course at the’ Alberta 
agricultural scliools in May. 
will be given as thorough and compre- 
hensive an ,impression of Western 
Canadian agricultural “conditions as 
possible in the time, visiting different 
aveas and such agricultural fairs and 
exhibitions as offer. They will re- 
turn to England in the fall, where ar-

Other developments should. result 
from the stimulation of mutual inter- 
est in agriculture in the two countries. 
There is some possibility of the award 
being made an annual one, and it is’ 
confidently hoped that some arrange- 
ments may be made to have represen- 
tatives of the Canadian Young Farm- 
ers’ Clubs visiting England every year. 
The visit of young British agricultur- 
ists should stimulate. a desirable im- 
migration movement, Whereas a com-

It Is Found To Be a Most Useful 


Material For Many Purposes 


’ The doll trade could hatdly do with- 
out sawdust. . Thousands of dolls are 
stuffed with it each year. 
It is the best thing there is for pack- 
ing oranges ‘for export, and chilled 
Sawdust is sometimes used in prefer- 
ence to ice for packing fish. 

Sawdust. makes a splendid manure, 
especially for young trees. Dug into 
the. garden it ~will enrich the soil 
amazingly in much the same way that 
pine needles miake excellent. mould. 

Sawdust is much’ used in the build- 
ing trade. - 
low walls, it makes a first-class sound 
deadener. - It is also used in the walls 
of cold storage fcoms to prevent the 
passage of heat from outside to the 
store room. 

AS -a cleansing agent, sawdust 
stands. very high. It is used for 
spreading on floors of butchers’ shops, 
while damped sawdust, if swept up 
with dust, will prevent: the dust blow- 
ing about. Ge 

The sawdust of mahogany wood is 
used for smoking fish by burning: it 
slowly when damp. 

Woodstone is sawdust mixed with 
magnesia cément compressed under 
enormous pressure. This woodstone 
is very like ordinary. wood, save that 
it has no grain, It is made in planks 
which can be cut with a saw and plan- 
ed, and has the advantage of not be- 
ing inflammable. Bricks are made of 
sawdust by mixing it with mineral 
subslances and subjecting it to great 
pressure, 

The army uses sawdust extensively 
for the cavalry riding schools. Mixed
